The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of records fails to disclose or render the obviousness an integrated 
circuit comprising a FIR filter; an output mechanism which selectively providing either 
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only fully settled data or all data wherein the all data including the unsettled data; and a 
register which allows a user to set to control the data output selection as cited in 
independent claim 1 ; and an external pin which allows a user to set to control the data 
output selection as cited in independent claim 2. 

The closest prior art found are Cabler et al. (U.S. 5,656,621) and Matlab ("Signal 
Processing Toolbox for Use with Matlab: Chapter 5 Interactive Tools"). Cabler et al. 
disclose an FIR filter. Matlab discloses in graphic an output mechanism selectively 
providing either a partial/fully settle data by editing the time axis. However in 
combination of Cabler et al. in view of Matlab, they fails to disclose an integrated circuit 
comprising an output mechanism having a register or an external pin which allow a user 
to control the filtered data output either only fully settled data or all data which includes 
the unsettled data.
